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OBITUARY 

MAJOR  H.  C.  V.  PORTER,  O.B.E. 

It  is  with  regret  that  we  record  the  death,  on  19th  January,  of  Major  H.  C.  V. 
Porter,  O.B.E.,  a  director  of  this  company,  at  the  age  of  88.  Born  in  Richmond, 
Surrey,  in  1887,  he  was  educated  in  Eastbourne  and  St.  Leonards  and  at  Auckland 
College,  New  Zealand.  He  attended  Royal  Military  College,  Sandhurst,  and  on 
receiving  his  Commission  served  with  the  West  India  Regiment  in  Sierra  Leone  and 
Jamaica  (1908-1914);  a  period  which  he  described  as  the  happiest  days  of  his  life. 
During  the  First  World  War  he  saw  active  service  with  the  West  African  Frontier 
Force  in  West  Africa  and  German  East  Africa  and  was  “mentioned  in  Despatches”, 
and  after  the  War  he  served  in  Persia  and  on  the  North  West  Frontier.  In  1922  he 
returned  to  England  joining  the  Royal  Leicestershire  Regiment  at  their  Depot.  He 
resigned  his  commission  in  1925. 

After  setting  up  a  travel  agency  in  Paris  later  the  same  year  he  joined  London  Tin 
Corporation  Ltd.  and  remained  with  that  company  for  twenty-seven  years.  After  the 
Second  World  War  he  acquired  an  interest  in  a  firm  of  wine  importers  until  his 
retirement  to  Southern  Ireland  in  1952. 

His  association  with  B.  A.  Seaby  Ltd.  began  in  1932.  The  son-in-law  of  Toler 
Roberts  Garvey,  the  first  Chairman  of  the  company,  he  succeeded  him  as  Chairman 
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in  1946  until  1967.  His  knowledge  of  the  London  metal  market  and  especially  his 
personal  interest  in  the  gold  market  meant  that  his  expertise  in  this  field  and  his 
advice  on  financial  matters  was  highly  valued  by  his  colleagues  on  the  Board.  Major 
Porter  remained  on  the  Board  on  his  retirement  to  Eire  and  continued  to  take  a  great 
interest  in  the  affairs  of  the  company.  He  enjoyed  his  frequent  visits  to  London  which 
enabled  him  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  staff  and  his  co-directors  and  to  hear  their 
news  at  first  hand. 

We  shall  miss  the  cheerful  smile  and  frequent  words  of  encouragement  of  our 
colleague  and  friend. 


PEDRO  EL  CEREMONIOSO

Born  at  Balaguer  near  Lerida  in  1319,  second  son  of  Alfonso  IV,  Pedro  IV  became 
king  on  the  death  of  his  father  in  1335  and  was  crowned  at  Zaragoza  the  following  year. 
The  Dominions  which  he  inherited  included  Aragon,  Valencia,  the  county  of  Barcelona 
and  the  island  of  Sardinia,  the  right  to  govern  the  latter  being  a  point  of  much  dispute 
between  the  House  of  Aragon  and  the  Republic  of  Genoa.  Pedro,  nicknamed  “El 
Ceremonioso”  because  of  his  insistence  on  etiquette  and  tradition  in  the  running  of  the 
court,  did  all  he  could  from  the  start  of  his  reign  to  extend  his  personal  power  and 
authority  at  the  expense  of  the  aristocracy  and  the  other  members  of  the  royal  family. 

These  ambitions  were  evident  not  only  with  regard  to  internal  affairs  of  state  but 
were  also  directed  towards  goals  outside  the  kingdom.  As  representative  of  the  elder 
line  of  the  House  of  Aragon,  Pedro  was  suzerain  of  the  island  kingdom  of  Majorca 
which  came  under  the  rule  of  his  cousin  Jaime  III.  When  the  latter  failed  to  appear  in 
Barcelona  to  pay  him  the  homage  which  was  his  feudal  right,  Pedro  accused  him  of 
various  crimes  including  that  of  counterfeiting  and  of  allowing  an  illegal  coinage  to 
circulate  in  the  territories  of  Sardinia  and  Roussillon.  Pope  Clement  III  intervened  in 
an  attempt  to  settle  the  dispute,  but  negotiations  soon  broke  down  and  open  war  was 
declared.  In  May  1343,  Pedro  invaded  Majorca  with  an  army.  Within  two  weeks 
Jaime  was  forced  to  surrender  the  capital  and  flee  the  island,  taking  refuge  at  the  court 
of  the  Count  of  Foix.  In  March  1344,  Pedro  passed  an  act  officially  annexing  all  the 
territories  of  the  defeated  king  to  the  crown  of  Aragon,  although  he  was  not  finally 
assured  of  his  gains  until  1349,  when  Jaime  perished  in  a  battle  at  Lluchmayor  during 
a  last  attempt  to  win  back  his  lost  estates.

Numismatically  speaking  there  was  little  unity  between  the  various  provinces 
governed  by  Pedro.  In  Aragon,  the  basic  unit  of  currency  was  the  billon  denaro, 
although  after  1346  this  was  supplemented  by  the  gold  florin  (1)  and  its  fractions  intro¬ 
duced  from  the  Majorcan  monetary  system,  but  based  on  the  type  of  the  Florentine 
original.  After  the  annexation  of  the  island  kingdom,  Pedro  continued  to  mint  the 
denominations  and  types  of  his  predecessors — the  gold  real  (2)  with  its  half,  quarter 
and  eighth,  the  silver  real  (3)  with  its  half  and  quarter  and,  in  billon,  the  dobler, 
denaro  and  obol. 
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In  Sardinia,  only  the  silver  real  (4)  was  struck  at  the  town  of  Iglesia,  while  in 
Barcelona  there  were  two  denominations,  the  denaro  and  the  Croat,  which  was  intro¬ 
duced  in  1285  by  Pedro  III  and  became  the  main  coinage  of  the  county  for  the  next 
400  years.  There  were  many  varieties  of  these  Croats  struck  during  Pedro’s  reign,  an 
indication  perhaps  of  Barcelona’s  commercial  importance  in  the  Mediterranean  world 
of  the  mid-fourteenth  century.  The  standard  reference  work  by  Badia  i  Torres  lists 
twelve  distinct  issues  of  varying  craftmanship  and  artistic  merit.* 


An  interesting  footnote  to  Pedro’s  career  is  to  be  found  in  the  fact  that  he  counter¬ 
feited  vast  amounts  of  contemporary  coinage.  Many  of  the  royal  mints  of  Aragon,  as 
well  as  several  unofficial  ones,  were  engaged  in  producing  French  regal  coinage  of  base 
alloy  which  was  then  transported  to  France  and  exchanged  for  coin  of  higher  fineness. 
He  also  counterfeited  the  coinage  of  the  neighbouring  Spanish  kingdom  of  Castille,  but 
in  this  lies  the  irony  that  Henry  II  of  Castille  retaliated  by  flooding  Aragon  with  base 
counterfeit  florins — so  successfully  that  he  succeeded  in  discrediting  the  Aragonese 
florin  completely  and  forced  Pedro’s  successor  Juan  I  to  introduce  a  new  gold  coin, 
the  “timbre”  in  1394.

THE  CHANGING  RELATIONSHIP  OF  COINAGE  TO 
MONEY  IN  THE  NINETEENTH  AND  TWENTIETH 

CENTURIES

Monetary  affairs  today  are  dominated  by  bank-notes,  cheques,  and  paper  trans¬ 
actions  and  by  sophisticated  and  pervasive  government  intervention,  and  the  role  o 
coinage  as  money  has  dwindled  to  become  relatively  humble  and  unimportant.  Coins 
typically  make  up  only  two  or  three  per  cent,  of  the  money  supply.  They  are  un¬ 
important  in  this  sense:  the  Radcliffe  Committee  on  the  workings  of  the  monetary 
system  offered  in  their  Report  and  transcripts  of  evidence  an  elaborate  and  voluminous 
analysis  of  monetary  policy,  the  influence  of  monetary  measures,  and  the  development 
of  monetary  institutions  without  finding  it  necessary  so  much  as  to  cast  a  glance  at  the 
function  of  coinage.  Throughout  the  Middle  Ages,  by  contrast,  coinage  and  money 
were  still  largely  synonymous.  Although  the  conventions  and  mechanisms  of  credit 
were  understood  and  used,  they  were  relatively  insignificant  in  the  aggregate  of 
monetary  transactions  until  the  eighteenth  century. 

The  purpose  of  this  article  is  to  look  at  the  period  from  the  beginning  of  the 
nineteenth  century  until  the  present  day,  and  at  the  amounts  of  coinage  in  use,  in  order 
to  assess  the  changes  in  the  monetary  role  of  coinage  since  1800.  The  idea  of  doing  so 
was  prompted  by  the  estimates  that  were  made  as  a  preliminary  to  the  decimalization 
of  the  U.K.  currency  in  1971,  when  it  was  found  that  in  September  1968  there  were 
some  7,700  million  coins  current — or  140  for  every  man,  woman,  and  child  in  the 
country.  So  for  a  family  of  four,  their  total  share  of  the  currency  amounted  to  560 
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coins — which  seemed  an  astonishingly  large  total.  If  one  were  to  conduct  a  spot  check 
through  the  house,  in  pockets,  purses,  and  piggy  banks,  and  including  all  the  coins 
that  may  have  been  left  lying  around  here  and  there,  it  is  hard  to  believe  that  the  total 
would  reach  100  in  the  average  house.  The  remainder  of  the  supply  of  coins  is 
accounted  for  by  the  reserve  stocks  held  in  banks,  the  change  in  shops’  tills,  the  takings 
of  slot  machines,  and  so  on. 

Two  surveys  made  in  1968  of  the  total  numbers  of  coins  then  extant,  using  different 
methods  of  estimation,  gave  seriously  discrepant  results.  The  higher  figures,  incident¬ 
ally,  have  since  been  vindicated  by  the  number  of  coins  actually  withdrawn  from 
circulation.  But  the  totals  suggested  by  both  surveys  were  surprisingly  large,  and  this 
led  De  Glanville  to  postulate  “certain  forms  of  storage  in  which  coins  could  not  be 
classified  as  being  in  active  circulation,  nor  yet  as  being  wasted  [i.e.  irretrievably  lost 
trom  the  currency]”.  This  idea  he  went  on  to  express  in  the  one  word  “reservoirs”,  by 
which  he  meant  categories  of  place  where  coins  can  temporarily  accumulate,  for 
example  gas  meters,  and,  by  an  extension  of  the  same  thought,  hoards. 

For  the  numismatist,  this  immediately  raises  the  query,  was  a  part,  perhaps  a  large 
part,  of  the  currency  similarly  locked  up  in  reservoirs  in  earlier  ages? — is  this  a  con¬ 
cept  that  we  should  try  to  carry  back  into  our  consideration  of  medieval  and  perhaps 
even  classical  coinage? — are  the  total  numbers  of  coins  struck,  as  shown  by  mint 
records  or  by  statistical  estimation,  far  greater  than  the  numbers  visibly  circulating? 
Has  decimalization  drawn  our  attention  to  a  hitherto  unappreciated  feature  of  the 
natural  history  of  coinage,  namely  that  what  ordinary  people  can  lay  their  hands  on  at 
any  given  moment  is  normally  only  a  fraction  of  the  whole?  I  think  it  can  be  fairly  said 
that  prior  to  De  Glanville’s  researches,  the  relatively  very  large  size  of  the  reservoirs  of 
coinage  was  something  of  which  we  were  not  conscious. 

Just  as  poverty  is,  and  always  has  been,  the  norm  for  the  majority  of  mankind,  a 
dearth  of  coinage,  in  relation  to  the  optimum  supply  to  serve  people’s  needs,  was 
probably  the  norm  from  the  earliest  times  until  the  beginning  of  the  nineteenth 
century,  except  in  a  few  favoured  regions.  “Suppose”,  cried  the  philosopher  Hume, 
“suppose  four-fifths  of  all  the  money  in  Great  Britain  to  be  annihilated  in  one  night, 
and  the  nation  reduced  to  the  same  condition  with  regard  to  specie,  as  in  the  reigns  of 
the  Harrys  and  Edwards,  what  would  be  the  consequence?”  That  rhetorical  question 
would  form  a  good  topic  for  enquiry,  but  for  the  present  we  will  confine  ourselves  to 
the  nineteenth  and  twentieth  centuries,  and  seek  to  establish  a  firm  theoretical  basis 
from  which  it  might  be  possible  on  another  occasion  to  cast  back  in  time.  We  must 
hope  to  do  this  through  examining  trends  from  1800  to  the  present  day. 

Lord  Liverpool  in  1805  expressed  the  opinion  that  there  was  then  about  £30m  *n 
gold  coinage  and  less  than  £4m  in  silver  current  (9.4m  half-crowns,  27m  shillings, 
54m  sixpences).  He  did  not  venture  to  calculate  the  numbers  of  copper  coins,  beyond 
estimating  that  the  number  of  lawful  copper  coins  was  perhaps  300m.  Of  the  counter¬ 
feits  he  says,  “It  is  certain  that  the  quantity  greatly  exceeds  the  quantity  of  legal  copper 
coins”.  We  may  construe  his  statement  conservatively  as  implying  500m  counterfeits. 
This  last  figure  is  unfortunately  much  the  weakest  part  of  the  information  that  may  be 
drawn  from  the  Liverpool  Report,  and  the  author  himself  may  have  regarded  it  as  the 
least  important — a  view  which  we  should  not  necessarily  share. 

Accepting  it,  however,  for  the  moment,  in  order  to  obtain  some  sort  of  comparison 
with  the  present  day,  we  see  that  Liverpool  is  suggesting  that  the  currency  comprised 
not  less  than  925m  coins,  of  which  85  per  cent,  was  copper.  At  this  date  the  population 
of  England  and  Wales  was  9  millions,  of  Scotland  just  over  1  |m,  and  Ireland  about  6m, 
in  all  16^m.  There  were,  therefore,  an  estimated  56  coins  for  every  man,  woman,  and 
child.  These  may  not  have  been  evenly  distributed  through  the  United  Kingdom,  for 
Liverpool  speaks  of  “a  great  want  of  coins  and  capital”  in  Scotland,  and  of  Ireland  he 
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says,  ‘‘where  almost  all  coins  have  disappeared,  where  a  most  degraded  system  of  paper 
currency  has  taken  the  place  even  of  the  silver  coins”. 

The  purchasing  power  of  the  coins  has  changed  a  good  deal  in  the  interval,  of 
course,  and  the  half-crown  of  1805  may  be  thought  equivalent  to  a  ten-shilling  note  in 
1968.  If  we  disregard  gold  and  also  Liverpool’s  half-crowns,  the  final  figure  is  not  all 
that  different — 53  instead  of  56  coins,  for  every  man,  woman,  and  child,  and  perhaps 
rather  more  than  the  average  in  England  and  Wales. 

These  seem  surprisingly  large  figures,  in  comparison  with  the  1968  figure  of  140, 
chiefly  because  per  capita  income  was  so  much  lower  then  than  it  is  now.  Even  as  late 
as  1867  the  annual  income  of  the  United  Kingdom  was  estimated  at  £ 27  per  head  of 
the  population.  The  industrial  revolution,  and  the  increase  of  an  industrial  proletariat, 
might  at  first  glance  seem  to  be  the  obvious  point  at  which  the  monetization  of  the 
economy  accelerated. 

This  impression  is  fostered  when  one  recalls  that  the  big  issuers  of  tokens  at  the  end 
|  of  the  eighteenth  century  were  the  industrialists  who  needed  change  to  pay  the  wages 
of  their  factory  workers.  The  Paris  Mine  Company  of  Anglesey,  which  employed  about 
2,000  workers,  minted  some  250  tons  of  coinage  in  all.  Over  the  decade  1787-97  John 
Wilkinson,  ironmaster,  used  600  tons  of  copper— enough  for  some  45m  halfpence. 
In  1811  Samuel  Fereday,  ironmaster,  who  employed  5,000  men,  had  2,000,000  copper 
tokens  minted.  It  was  the  convenience  of  the  employers,  as  much  as  the  employees, 
that  put  so  much  change  into  circulation,  but  it  was  obviously  needed,  and  appreciated, 
and  industrialization  might  therefore  be  thought  to  offer  an  explanation  for  the  growth 
of  the  currency.  And  yet  I  wonder  whether  this  is  anything  like  accurate.  Might  it  not 
be  more  logical  to  measure  the  growing  need  for  currency  against  the  growth  of  town¬ 
dwelling?  And  here  the  quantitative  changes  occurred  during  the  nineteenth  century, 
far  more  than  they  had  occurred  by  the  beginning  of  the  nineteenth  century.  Greater 
London  had  a  population  of  just  over  a  million  in  1801, 6  million  by  1901 ;  Birmingham 
grew  in  the  same  period  from  71,000  to  700,000.  “To  compare  1800  with  1900”, 
writes  a  monetary  historian,  “is  to  compare  two  different  worlds.  During  the  course  of 
the  century  Britain  passed  from  a  mainly  agricultural  society  to  a  mainly  industrial  one, 
from  a  country  in  wLich  four-fifths  of  the  people  lived  on  farms  and  in  villages,  to  one 
in  W'hich  four-fifths  inhabited  towns,  from  a  nation  that  could  support  itself  w'ith  basic 
foodstuffs  to  one  that  had  to  rely  heavily  on  overseas  producers.”  But  we  can  see  that 
the  increase  in  the  numbers  of  coins  current  did  not  progress  in  step  with  urbanization. 
This  should  perhaps  disturb  our  conventional  ideas  about  the  ways  in  which  coinage 
w'as  used  in  earlier  times,  when  towns  were  few  and  small. 

There  are  no  accurate  contemporary  estimates  of  the  numbers  of  coins  in  circula- 
•  tion  at  various  dates  through  the  nineteenth  and  early  twentieth  centuries,  no  attempt 
having  been  made  to  measure  wastage  by  the  sort  of  statistical  method  used  in  1968. 
Estimates  have,  however,  been  prepared  subsequently  by  the  Mint,  and  they  take 
rough  account  of  the  wastage  of  copper  coinage.  These  are  summarized  in  the  first  two 
lines  of  Table  1.

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The  first  point  to  be  made  about  the  figures  is  to  notice  the  link  between  the 
supply  of  coinage,  and  war,  which  is  brought  out  forcefully  in  the  top  line  of  the  Table 
(a  jump  from  30  to  62  between  1914  and  1919,  relative  stability  in  the  following  two 
decades,  and  another  jump  from  65  to  145  between  1938  and  1949).  These  sudden 
increases  are  connected  fairly  closely  with  inflation,  as  measured  by  the  cost  of  living 
index. 

In  much  numismatic  comment  about  coinage  in  the  late  eighteenth  and  early  nine¬ 
teenth  centuries,  the  influence  of  the  Industrial  Revolution  has  been  assumed,  but 
war  and  consequent  inflation  have  not  been  much  discussed.  This  may  be  partly 
because  the  problems  of  managing  the  money  supply  were  different,  being  heavily 
overshadowed  by  the  lack  of  control  over  the  paper  issues  of  the  country  banks  and 
lack  of  control  over  gold-silver  exchange  rates  and  international  bullion  flows.  But  war 
brought  business  to  many,  including  the  miners  and  metal-founders  and  ironmasters, 
who  were  such  prolific  issuers  of  tokens.  The  cost  of  living  rose  by  at  least  half  in  the 
years  1790  to  1805,  with  especially  rapid  rates  of  increase  in  1793—5  and  1799-1801, 
which  ought  to  be  studied  in  connexion  with  the  issue  of  tradesmen’s  tokens. 

From  1816  the  United  Kingdom  opted  for  monometallism  in  gold,  most  of  the 
rest  of  Europe  continued  with  bimetallism,  the  Far  East  was  monometallist  in  silver, 
and  London  was  the  financial  centre  of  the  world  as  well  as  the  capital  of  a  world 
Empire.  Reconciling  the  financial  and  monetary  demands  of  these  various  interests 
was  the  task  of  the  City,  but  from  the  point  of  view  of  the  coinage,  the  main  point  was 
perhaps  that  there  were  no  serious  constraints  on  the  supply  of  silver  and  copper  coins, 
and  preventing  them  disappearing  from  circulation  was  not  a  problem.  Coinage  was 
removed  from  the  arena  of  monetary  management,  and  ceased  to  suffer  accordingly. 
Supply  was  therefore  very  largely  a  function  of  demand,  particularly  from  the  1870s 
onwards,  when  more  systematic  arrangements  were  made  for  banks  outside  London, 
e.g.  the  Scottish  banks,  to  act  as  intermediaries  in  the  distribution  of  new  coin.

THE  RARITY  OF  EAST  INDIA  COMPANY  COINS

Recently,  in  the  Bulletin ,  an  article  was  published  showing  the  results  of  research 
by  the  author  in  trying  to  determine  the  rarity  of  the  Ceylon  dump  coins  1801-1816. 
This  study  is  being  extended  to  cover  the  coins  issued  by  the  English  East  India  Com¬ 
pany  and  it  is  hoped  that,  eventually,  all  the  coins  issued  by  the  Company  will  be 
dealt  with. 


1.  Penang 

With  no  previous  survey  to  compare  the  quantities  with  we  have  the  number  of 
each  variety  in  the  British  Museum  and  the  quantities  offered  over  the  past  twenty 
years.  For  the  later  issues  we  also  have  the  quantities  minted  which  can  give  useful 
confirmation  of  rarity.  Notes  arc  also  added  from  various  sources  and  the  article  is 
split  into  five  parts — the  silver  coinage  1788,  the  copper  coinage  1787-1788,  tin  coin¬ 
age,  the  copper  coinage  1810-1828  and  patterns.  The  first  column  shows  the  number 
offered  over  the  past  twenty  years,  the  second  column  the  number  in  the  British 
Museum  and  the  third  column  the  suggested  rarity.

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There  is  a  variety  of  the  1/10  Dollar  with  a  circle  of  five  dots  on  the  reverse  but 
both  types  appear  equally  rare  with  the  survey  showing  two  of  each  and  the  B.M. 
having  three  of  one  and  two  of  the  other.  The  1/4  Dollar  shows  as  being  marginally 
rarer  than  the  1/2  Dollar  and  it  is  certainly  a  difficult  coin  to  find.  Scholten  rates  the 
14  Dollar  RRR  and  the  1/2  Dollar  RR.

There  are  two  major  varieties  of  the  1787  coinage  with  either  a  star  or  a  roseatte  of 
I  dots  dividing  the  date.  The  evidence  collected  suggests  that  the  star  dividing  may  be 
the  easier  variety  to  obtain  but  there  is  no  significant  difference.  Both  varieties  in  the 
\  Pice  are  quite  common.  The  Pice  with  inverted  7  is  a  rare  coin  which  Scholten 
records  as  RRR  but  this  would  seem  to  be  a  slight  exaggeration.  The  1/10  Pice  is  by 
far  the  rarest  denomination  and  a  very  difficult  coin  to  find.  Being  a  small  coin  it  is 
likely  that  no  great  number  have  survived.  Pridmore  records  that  it  was  unpopular  on 
account  of  its  size.  In  1965  I  purchased  a  parcel  of  13  of  these,  nine  with  the  normal  7 
(all  with  roseatte  of  dots  dividing  date)  and  four  with  inverted  7.  Most  of  these  have 
now  been  disposed  of  with  some  appearing  subsequently  in  dealers  lists  and,  excepting 
these,  I  have  seen  only  two  others  offered.  Scholten  gives  a  RR  rating  for  both  the 
normal  and  inverted  7  varieties.  Pridmore  records  seven  dies  for  the  normal  7  and  one 
die  for  the  inverted  7  and  this  seems  to  confirm  the  extra  rarity  of  the  inverted  7 
variety.  Atkins  had  no  record  at  all  of  the  inverted  7  coins,  either  in  the  Pice  or  the 
1/10  Pice.

Atkins  had  no  record  of  these  and  Pridmore  records  them  as  being  extremely  rare. 
All  local  tin  coins  were  demonetized  in  1813  following  the  issue  of  the  1810  copper 
coinage.  Very  few  can  have  survived.

The  currency  coins  of  1810  are  common  and  easy  to  find  but  the  proofs  are  quite  rare. 

In  the  1825  and  1828  issues  there  are  several  varieties  according  to  the  number  of 
lily  cups  in  the  wreath  on  the  reverse.  It  has  not  been  possible  to  determine  the  rarity 
of  each  variety  as  this  would  require  the  examination  of  a  great  many  coins.  From  the 
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few  I  have  been  able  to  examine  it  would  seem  that  any  one  variety  is  as  likely  to  be 
found  as  another. 

The  minting  figures  for  the  Double  Pice  contradict  the  evidence  of  rarity  and  it 
would  seem  likely  that  the  1825  dies  were  still  being  used  in  1828  and  were  included 
in  the  minting  figures  for  that  year.  I  have  found  1825  specimens  easier  to  obtain  than 
1828  with  three  of  1825  and  only  one  of  1828  in  my  collection. 

The  \  Pice  are  very  rare  and  I  have  only  been  able  to  obtain  one  of  each  date. 
Here  again  it  is  likely  that  the  1825  dies  were  still  being  used  in  1828  and  were  included 
in  the  414,000  minted. 

A  few  words  are  necessary  concerning  condition  for  whilst  the  1810  coins  often 
turn  up  in  EF  condition  the  1825  and  1828  coins  are  very  difficult  to  find  in  anything 
better  than  VF.  Of  the  1825  and  1828  coins  offered  over  the  period  examined  most 
rated  about  Fine  with  only  one  being  better  than  VF.  Out  of  eleven  of  these  coins  in 
my  collection  only  three  rate  better  than  VF  with  seven  being  between  fair  and  F. 
Any  of  these  coins  in  EF  condition  must  be  considered  as  very  much  rarer  than 
indicated  above.  To  such  an  extent  that  a  Double  Pice  in  EF  condition  must  be  rated 
at  least  RA  The  Double  Pice  seem  to  have  suffered  more  from  wear  than  the  other 
denominations,  probably  on  account  of  its  size  and  the  fact  that  it  was  less  easily  lost.

Pridmore  records  both  as  rare  and  Scholten  gives  both  a  RRR  rating.  From  the 
evidence  collected  it  seems  that  the  Pingo  pattern  is  quite  a  lot  rarer  than  the  one  by 
Wyon.  There  is  also  a  tin  pattern  Pice  with  error  value  one  pie.  The  B.M.  do  not  have  a 
specimen  and  I  can  find  no  trace  of  one  being  offered.  This  must  rate  R7.

Highest  face  value? 

Reply:  On  page  50  of  your  February  1976  Bulletin ,  J.  Raybold  asks  “What  was  the  highest 
face  value  of  a  coin  that  was  ever  issued”. 

To  the  best  of  my  information  the  answer  to  this  question  is  the  Indian  1654  gold  200 
Mohur  (£500  approx.)  coin  of  the  Mughal  Emperor  Khurram  Shihab-ud-din  Muhammad, 
Shah  Jahan  (who  reigned  1628  to  1657).  This  is  not  only  the  highest  denomination  coin  but 
also  that  of  the  highest  intrinsic  value  ever  struck.  Weight  70  troy  oz.  (33,600  grains).  Diameter 
5!  inches.  Only  one  example  is  known  and  this  is  said  to  have  been  last  heard  about  in  Patna, 
Bihar,  India  in  about  1820.  I  understand  a  plaster  cast  of  this  coin  exists  at  the  British 
Museum. — G.  Bennett. 

Reply:  Will  it  help  Mr.  J.  Raybold  (February  issue)  if  I  suggest  the  1  Billion  Mark  piece 
of  1923,  issued  by  the  German  Province  of  Westphalia?  A  billion,  in  German  as  in — until 
recently — English  usage,  denotes  one  million  millions.  Some  11,000  pieces  were  struck, 
fittingly  in  billon,  with  a  diameter  of  60  mm.  If  they  had  circulated  during  the  height  of  German 
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inflation,  it  would,  if  my  memory  serves  me  correctly,  have  needed  two  of  them  to  buy  one 
box  of  matches. 

The  German  mark  was  stabilised  in  November  1923,  yet  it  was  only  during  1924  that  the 
Provincial  Bank  of  Westphalia  “issued”,  or  rather  sold  these  pieces  over  the  counter  as 
souvenirs.  Their  price  was  modest  but  had  to  be  paid  for  in  the  new  and  still  scarce  currency. 
None  was  ever  put  into  circulation.  The  numismatic  standing  of  this  1  Billion  Mark  coin 
therefore  remains  highly  questionable,  as  Jaeger  points  out  in  the  10th  (1974)  edition  of  his 
“Die  deutschen  Muenzen  seit  1871”.  Since  demand  nevertheless  persists,  Jaeger — after 
warning  against  the  existence  of  very  good  forgeries — gives  a  truly  inflationary  catalogue 
price  of  some  £150. — E.  M.  Brehm. 

Spaniards  to  get  new  coins.  For  the  first  time  in  40  years,  Spaniards  will  have  a  new 
face  on  their  coins — that  of  King  Juan  Carlos  in  the  place  of  the  late  General  Franco's.  The 
Treasury  has  ordered  a  maximum  3,500m  pesetas  worth  of  the  new  coins. — Manchester  Evening

MEDAL  COLLECTORS’  SECTION 
A  SOLDIER’S  STORY:  FEROZESHUHUR  AND  SOBRAON

First-hand  accounts  of  battles,  set  down  with  as  much  detail  as  the  participants  can 
muster,  are  rich  sources  of  information  for  the  medal  collector.  The  British  Army  has 
had  its  fair  share  of  articulate  rankers  and  officers  whose  literary  efforts  have  added  to 
our  knowledge  of  military  life — one  thinks  immediately  of  Rifleman  Harris  and  per¬ 
haps,  at  the  other  extreme,  of  Field  Marshal  Sir  William  Robertson,  two  soldiers 
whose  recollections  are  absorbing  to  students  of  military  history  and  of  course  to  the 
collector.  Having  just  discovered  another  literary  feast — although  the  story  has  been 
around  for  years — I  feel  bound  to  bring  it  to  the  attention  of  all  medal  collectors, 
while  those  to  whom  it  is  already  familiar  will  perhaps  forgive  the  repetition  and  I 
hope,  gain  a  little  pleasure  from  a  tale  twice  told. 
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The  story  of  that  remarkable  Indian  soldier  Subadar  Sitar  Ram,  tells  of  his  career 
in  the  Indian  Army  from  when  he  joined  as  a  Sepoy  in  1812,  until  his  retirement,  full 
of  years  and  service  (and  with  six  medals)  some  forty-eight  years  later.  His  auto¬ 
biography^)  was  first  published  in  India  in  1873,  and  gives  graphic  accounts  of  the 
Gurkha,  Pindar  and  Sikh  Wars,  the  Afghan  campaign  of  1838  and  1839  and  the 
traumatic  events  of  the  Indian  Mutiny.  It  conveys  a  richly  flavoured  atmosphere  of  life 
in  India  during  the  days  of  the  Raj  and  of  the  relations  between  European  and  Indian 
troops,  especially  the  relationship  between  the  English  officers  and  the  Indians  under 
their  command.  Perhaps  the  best  parts  of  Sitar  Ram’s  story  are  his  descriptions  of  the 
battles  in  which  he  fought,  particularly  those  of  the  Sikh  War  of  1845-6,  when  his 
regiment,  a  unit  of  the  Bengal  Native  Infantry,  was  stationed  at  Ferozeshuhur  on  the 
Sutlej  frontier  as  part  of  General  Littler’s  division.  The  British  were  facing  the  last 
serious  challenge  to  their  rule  in  India — apart  from  the  Mutiny  itself — until  the 
independence  movement  of  the  twentieth  century.  This  challenge  came  from  the 
turbulent  Sikh  warriors  of  the  Punjab;  men  whose  martial  qualities  made  them 
formidable  opponents,  particularly  when,  as  on  nth  December,  1845,  their  rulers, 
sensing  the  chance  of  glory  and  plunder,  launched  the  Sikh  army  across  the  River 
Sutlej.  The  first  engagement  occurred  seven  days  later — the  famous  Battle  of  Mudki 
when  the  Sikhs  were  defeated  after  fighting  which  went  on  into  the  night  and  which 
took  a  heavy  toll  of  the  British  force.  His  Majesty’s  Third  Light  Dragoons  (later  3rd 
The  King’s  Own  Hussars  and  subsequently,  after  amalgamation.  The  Queen’s  Own 
Hussars)  fought  magnificently  and  earned  the  nickname  “Mudki  Wallahs”  for  a  series 
of  splendid  charges.  Three  days  later  the  Sikhs  faced  another  British  onslaught  which 
developed  into  the  hardest  fought  battle  which  the  British  were  to  experience  in  India, 
the  Battle  of  Ferozeshuhur.  The  English  troops  began  their  attack  one  hour  before 
sunset  and  encountered  fierce  resistance.  Sitar  Ram,  by  this  time  a  Havildar,  reports 
that  “this  was  fighting  indeed — I  had  never  seen  anything  like  it  before.”  Volley  upon 
volley  of  musket  fire  poured  into  the  Sikh  ranks,  and  was  returned  with  equal  rapidity. 
The  Sikh  infantry  were  placed  between  and  behind  their  artillery  and  their  firing  was 
“terrible,  such  as  no  Sepoy  has  ever  had  to  endure”.  The  English  guns  were  almost 
silenced,  a  number  of  ammunition  wagons  exploded  and  two  or  three  of  their  regi¬ 
ments  were  “driven  back  by  the  weight  of  artillery  fire  which  rained  down  on  us  like  a 
monsoon  downpour”.  One  regiment,  the  62nd,  lost  260  men  in  ten  minutes  and 
according  to  Sitar  Ram  was  “totally  swept  away”.  At  dusk  the  Sepoys  heard  the 
roaring  sound  of  cavalry  and  the  3rd  Dragoons  rushed  right  through  the  enemy’s 
positions,  cutting  down  their  gunners.  This  charge  was  so  sudden  and  unexpected 
that  the  Sikhs  temporarily  abandoned  their  guns  but  later  continued  firing  whenever 
they  saw'  a  light.  Sitar  Ram’s  unit  lost  its  wray  in  the  darkness  and  to  avoid  blundering 
into  the  Sikh  lines  was  ordered  to  lie  down.  At  dawm  the  order  was  given  to  storm  the 
Sikh  lines.  The  Governor- General,  Field  Marshal  Sir  Henry  Hardinge,  rode  about  the 
battlefield  telling  the  troops  that  if  they  fought  like  men  victory  was  certain.  According 
to  Sitar  Ram,  “The  Europeans  rushed  the  batteries  and  the  Sikhs  fled.  Then  the 
horse  artillery  came  up  quite  close  and  poured  grapeshot  into  the  enemy  ranks,  but 
the  English  army  was  too  tired  and  faint  from  lack  of  food  to  be  able  to  pursue  the 
enemy.” 

This  then  was  the  Battle  of  Ferozeshuhur  which  ended  after  the  Sikhs  had  rallied 
with  fresh  troops  later  in  the  day.  Their  leader,  Singh  Tej,  fought  inconclusively  and 
took  his  troops  from  the  field  when  his  opponents  had  braced  themselves  for  another 
full-pitched  battle,  so  it  is  probably  safe  to  say  that  the  British  won  by  default. 

Some  weeks  later  on  10th  February,  1846,  the  British  and  Indian  troops  again  met 
the  Sikhs  at  the  Battle  of  Sobraon.  This  engagement  takes  its  name  from  two  small 
villages  called  Subrahun  on  the  south  bank  of  the  River  Sutlej.  It  was  first  an  artillery 
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duel  but  later  an  infantry  battle.  The  ioth  Foot  (later  the  Royal  Lincolnshire  Regi¬ 
ment)  and  the  53rd  (later  the  King’s  Shropshire  Light  Infantry),  lost  heavily,  but 
certainly  covered  themselves  with  glory,  as  did  the  East  India  Company’s  Bengal 
European  Regiment,  later  the  101st  Royal  Munster  Fusiliers.  One  portion  of  the  Sikh 
army  was  on  the  other  side  of  the  Sutlej,  while  the  other  was  inside  British  territory, 
with  a  bridge  of  boats  across  the  river.  After  three  hours  of  artillery  fire  the  British 
and  Indian  troops  were  ordered  to  charge  the  Sikh  batteries.  Sitar  Ram  maintained  that 
‘‘the  fire  on  this  occasion  was  more  severe  than  at  Ferozeshuhur.  Sections  of  the 
English  army  were  destroyed  by  the  guns  .  .  .  but  it  still  stood  firm”.  During  the 
charge  on  the  Sikh  guns,  the  “Mudki  Wallahs”  (3rd  Hussars)  were  again  well  to  the 
front.  “Never”,  says  Sitar  Ram,  “was  there  such  fighting  in  India  before”.  Finally  the 
Sikhs  began  to  retreat  across  the  very  swollen  River  Sutlej,  marching  down  to  the 
bridge  in  sections  and  inhibiting  supporting  fire  from  their  own  side  of  the  river — 
their  gunners  were  afraid  of  killing  their  own  men.  Although  many  Sikh  units  managed 
to  get  across,  the  English  artillery  moved  up  close,  “and  poured  in  grapeshot  at  close 
range,  mowing  down  hundreds”.  Thousands  of  Sikhs,  according  to  Sitar  Ram,  “fell 
into  the  river,  which  was  very  deep.  Hundreds  jumped  into  the  water  in  order  to  avoid 
being  carried  to  the  bank  where  the  English  forces  were  lined  up.  The  slaughter  was 
frightful”.  Sitar  Ram  himself,  when  his  unit  was  ordered  to  advance  across  the  pon¬ 
toon,  saw  a  large  cannon  ball  bounding  straight  into  his  company’s  leading  files  and 
although  they  took  evasive  action  by  opening  out,  it  nevertheless  swept  away  five 
Sepoys  and  one  Havildar.  One  of  the  Sepoy’s  muskets  was  dashed  against  Sitar  Ram’s 
chest  and  he  was  knocked  out.  When  he  regained  consciousness,  his  unit  had  moved 
on  and  he  was  sent  to  a  field  hospital. 

The  Battle  of  Sobraon  effectively  ended  the  first  Sikh  War  at  the  price  of  320 
Anglo-Indian  dead  and  2,063  wounded.  Sitar  Ram’s  invaluable  account  of  both  battles 
is  of  great  interest  to  the  collector.  In  his  carefully  edited  version  of  the  autobiography, 
Mr.  James  Lunt  admits  that  there  have  been  arguments  about  its  authenticity  but,  on 
balance  it  seems  to  be  pretty  genuine  stuff  which  rings  true  for  many  old  soldiers  with 
Indian  experience.  However,  with  appetites  suitably  whetted,  medal  collectors  ought 
now  to  buy  or  borrow  this  work,  and  settle  down  to  a  most  absorbing  evening’s 
reading.
